When court was convened at 
2:35 o'clock, Bowcock stood be- 
fore the bar with his elient and 
announced that Medlock would 
withdraw his previous plea of not 
guilty and plead guilty. Judge 
Ossing then asked the Circuit At- 
torney if he had any recommenda- 
tion as to sentence. 

“The State is disposed to rec- 
ommend a reasonable punishment,” 
the Circuit Attorney replied. ‘*This 
defendant is 22 years old.

“Under the circumstances, how- 
ever, the State feels it reasonable 
to recommend a sentence of 25 
years in the penitentiary, with 
credit given the defendant for the 
time he has already spent in jail 
(from Nov. 11 until the present). 


The State also asks that he be kept} 


within the jurisdiction of the Court 
until the completion of the kidnap- 
ing trials.’’. 

Judge Ossing thereupon passed 
sentence as recommended. Mini- 
mum for kidnaping for ransom is 
five years in prison; maximum, 
death by hanging, 

Fourth to Be Convicted. 

Medlock is the fourth defendant 
of six in the case to be convicted, 
two by the verdict of juries, two by 
pleas of guilty. Charles Heuer, first 
to go to trial, is in City Jail await- 
ing pronouncement of sentence of 
99 years. Edward Barcume similar- 
ly is awaiting sentence of 25 years 
assessed by a jury. Both worked 
with Mediock in kidnaping Berg on 
the night of Nov. 6 on Lindell 
boulevard west of Euclid avenue 
and holding him for more than four 
days before his release On ab Un- 
fulfilled promise of $50,000 ran.

The fourth under conviction is 
Charles Tucker, who was employed 
as a guard by the kidnapers while 
Berg was held prisoner in their 
flat at 5084A Easton avenue. He 
pleaded guilty and is awaiting sen- 
tence. Meanwhile he. has been a 
principal State’s witness in the past 
trials.

The present estate tax, after ex-

to the respective states in which 
it was paid, leaving about $26,000,- 
000 for the Federal Treasury. 
The Ways and Means Committee 
proposed to retain the same ex- 
emption, but to increase the rates 
all along the scale, until that part 
of inheritances above $10,000;000 
were taxed at the rate of 40 per 
cent.

Under Ramseyer’s amendment 
the states will continue to receive 
the same amount. But the exemp- 
tion is lowered to $50,000, and, be- 
ginning with a rate of 1 per cent

State Senator John A. Hastings, 
who is under a 30-day jail sentence 
for refusal to testify, appeared at 
a private hearing before a sub- 
committee investigating New York 
City government and was described 
by Samuel Seabury, counsel, as 
having “deliberately refused to an- 
swer pertinent questions pro- 
pounded to him.” 

In the case of Sherwood, who is 
wanted to answer questions con- 
cerning Walker’s financial transac- 
tions, Collector of Internal Reve- 

“nue William Duggan said his su- 
periors in Washington had in- 
structed him early this month to 
request Sherwood to remit taxes 
amounting to $44,371 with interest 
of $5226. When he could not be 
located the lien was filed. 


$50,000 Already Assessed. 

In view of the $650,000 fine al- 
ready assessed against Sherwood 
for neglect to go before the Hof- 
stadter committee, United States 
District Attorney George Z. Meda- 
lie was asked whether the Govern- 
ment would be able to collect. He 
replied that court decisions recog- 
nized the priority of Federal liens 
over all others. 

Hastings read into the hearing 
of the Hofstadter committee a 
statement saying he declined to be 
examined except at a public ses- 
sion, but denied to reporters later 
that he had balked at answering 
questions relating to Walker and 
the Equitable bus situation. 

“I am appearing before you to- 
day in response to your subpena,” 
his statement read. “It is my de- 


 gire to co-operate with you and the 


other members of the committee in 
every way possible. I am. ready, 
willing and anxious to submit to a 
public examination, but respectfully 
decline to be examined in secret or 
private.” 

Asserting he intended to ask the 
commitee to certify Hastings again 
for contempt, Seabury said the Sen- 
ator had “contumaciously” refused 
to reply to some queries propound- 
ed 10 or 12 times. 

“A Flagrant Contempt.” 

“What he has done is Once more 
a flagrant contempt of the commit- 
tee,’’ the legislator’s counsel said. 
“My intention is to call the con- 
tempt to the atteyption of the com- 
mittee and ask it to certify him to 
the Supreme Court.” 

Accordingly, he resubpenaed the 
witness to testify on March 30 and 
set March 28 for the resumption of 
public hearings. It appeared evi- 
dent that the purpose of the sub- 
pena was to keep the witness with. 
in the jurisdiction of the commit- 
tee within the next 10 days, during 
which time action would be taken 
against him. 

When Senator Hastings was first 
served with an order to appear for 
examination {n January he declined 
to obey it and was subsequently 
sentenced to serve a jail term for 
contempt—a decision which was 
upheld by the Court of Appeals. 
He has not yet been called on to 
comply because of other matters 
pending in the courts with regard 
to municipal investigation.

Today’s debate on the rev- 
enue bill was resumed in the 
presence of packed galleries and 
before a remarkably large meme 
bership. The tension which marked 
last week’s sensational develop- 
ments apparently had not waned. 
The plan of the Ways and Means 
Committee to move for an immedi- 
ate showdown on tne general! sales 
tax provision was modified, when 
opponents announced that they 
would insist on taking up the es- 
tate tax before voting on the sales 
tax. 

Bowing to superior strength, the 
leaders agreed to ask for unani- 
mous consent to take up the estate 
tax first, and then the sales tax. 
Failure of the proponents of the 
Sales tax to appease the opponents 
of the tax was conceded on the 
floor of the House almost immedi- 
ately. 

Answering a question from the 
floor ag to whether there was any 
prospect of compromise, Acting 
Chairman Crisp of the Ways and 
Means Committee said: “It is ab- 
solutely impossible.” 


He then askéd for unanimous 
consent to take up, out of order, 
first the estate tax and then the 
sales tax. Before anyone had an 
opportunity to object, Speaker Gar- 
ner declared the request granted. 
Higher Estate Tax Proposed. 
Representative David Lewis, 
Maryland Democrat, offered an 
amendment providing for drastic 
increases in the estate tax. The 
present law exempts the first $100,- 
000 and the scale concludes with a 
tax of 20 per cent on inheritances 
above $10,000,000. The present bill 
provides for a maximum rate of 40 
per cent on estates exceeding $10,- 
000,000. 

lewis proposed to superimpose 
on the present scale, another and 
steeper scale, under which the first 
$50,000 would be exempt and the 
scale would culminate in a rate of 
40 per cent on inheritance above 
$500,000. He said his rate would 
average 18.1 per cent for the en- 
tire $500,000. 


He told the House that his pro- 
posal would yield $611,000,000 a 
year in addition to the $25,000,000 
to be collected under the present 
law.

Joker in Estate Provision. 

The opposition was somewhat 
embittered today by the discovery 
of a “joker” in the estate tax pro- 
vision of the bill. Under both the 
present and proposed laws, inheri- 
tors of an estate are allowed a pe- 
riod of 18 months after the death 
of the testator in which to pay 
the tax. It was disclosed today 
that the present bill would permit 
heirs to settle on the basis of the 
value of the estate at the time of 
settlement, instead of at the time 
of death. 

Because of the drastic decline in 
values in the last two years, the 
Treasury would lose many millions 
under this proVision. Advocates of 
the provision contend that, because 
of the shrinkage in value of stocks, 
bonds and real estate, a tax based 
on value at the time of death would 
wipe out many estates. In reply, it 
has been pointed out’ that the law 
exempts the first $100,000 from any 
estate tax. 

It was indicated by acting Chair- 
man Crisp of the Ways and Means 
Committee that one more impor- 
tant concession would be made, 
namely. elimination of the. provi- 
sion to put a tax of one cent a ga! 
lon on imports of oil and gasoline. 
Originally this was inserted in the 
bill aga lure to Oklahoma and Tex 
us representatives to vote for the 
sales tax, but it aroused strong op- 
position among members from 
Eastern states.

Model Towns for Employes 
Advocated in Construc- 
tion League Plan Com- 
mittee’s Report. 


Final sessions today of the Con- 
struction League of the United 
States dealt primarily with bidding 
practices, safety factors and the in- 
fluence of legislation on the indus- 
try. Ewmecutives of every trade and 
profession in the construction field 
are represented at the meetings 
which began yesterday at Hotel 
Statler. | 


Elimination of ramshackle areas 
through the decentralization of in- 
dustry was advocated yesterday in 
a report of the league’s Plan Com- 
mittee, presented by Merritt Harri- 
son, an architect, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., and president of the National 
Committee of Building Congresses. 
It recommended a system of model 
towns for industrial employes, with 
each employe possessing a garden 
of at least 600 square yards. Such 
communities, which would be simi- 
lar to those created in England un- 
Ger the Garden City plan, would 
be from five to 10 miles from the 
factories. Residents would include 
white collar workers. 

Auto and Plane Aid. 

The report pointed out that the 
automobile and airplane were aid- 
ing decentralization in the United 
States. Factories already were 
moving from Chicago to points in 
Northern Indiana, it stated, and 
mentioned such industrial com- 
munities as Dearborn, Youngstown 
and Kohler as indicative of the 
modern industrial] trend. The league 
should be a clearing house for in- 
formation promoting such indus- 
trial decentralization, it stated, and 
the Government should encourage 
the Garden City movement through 
proper legislation. 

Harrison explained in a_ radio 
talk over KMOX that the Garden 
Cities of England—Port Sunlight, 
Lichfield, Bournville and others— 
have rehoused the factory worker 
away from the city in model neigh- 
borhood developments near their 
places of employment in relocated 
factories. This has paid dividends 
not only financially, but in human 
happiness and enjoyment, he said. 

After describing cheap American 
suburbs, built by speculators, and 
crowded sections on the edge of 
business districts he said that “lav- 
ishness in school, church or civic 
development cannot overcome the 
moral power for harm exercised by 
crowded and ugly dwellings.” 

These areas should be replaced 
with parks or habitable homes on a 
large scale basis, he added. 

Describes English System. 

“In England this rehousing has 
gone On successfully for 50 years,”’ 
Harrison said, “and as you enter 
Liverpool and London those ‘awfu! 
places across the tracks’ that as- 
sault our eyes in America are re- 
placed @by cottages, lawns, gardens 
and flowers, making homes.”’ 

Community gardens should be 
fostered in the United States, he 
declared. He gaye é¢xamples of 
American communities working to- 
day to improve housing conditions 

“There is plenty of work to do 
tearing down old buildings,’’ Har- 
rison said, “and rebuilding areas 
in a sane manner. This is creating 
values. It is welfare work to the 
Nth degree. It is charity without 
the sting of the dole. There are 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
spent in the United States for poor 
relief that could better be spént to 
rehouse the poor and at the same 
time give them a man’s job.” 

Oo. W. Rosenthal of Chicago, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers, 
said lack of financing had para- 
lyzed construction activities and 
that the construction industry 
should solve the problem by the 
creation of real estate securities. 
The real estate mortgage bond, he 
added, had gone “‘because the pub- 
lic has been exploited and the 
building industry has failed in its 
duty of protecting the public.” 

George D. Markham, president of 
W. H. Markham & Co., pointed out 
that old age and unemployment in- 
surance is inevitable but urged his 
auditors to oppose legislation to 
force employers to action. 

Piéa for Railroads. 

The plight of the railroads was 
described by E. H. McReynolds, as- 
sistant to the president of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad, who urge 
that the Government assist in the 
stabilization of transportation in- 
stead of giving disproportionate aid 
to other forms of transportation in 
competition with the railroads, 

Speakers at the annual dinner 
included R. D. Kohn of New York, 
president of the American Institute 
of Architects; F. L. Stuart of New 
York, past president of the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers; P. 
W. Donoghue of Boston, president 
of the National Association of Mas- 
ter Plumbers, and Sidney Maestre. 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co.

' STEUBENVILLE, 0O., March 22, 
—Search was resumed today for 
the body of Dr. Carol Skinner Cole, 
St. Louis physician, missing pas- 
senger of a Transcontinental and 
Western Air mail plane which 
crashed in the Ohio River early 
yesterday. 

The body of Pilot Hal George, 
Columbus, O., was recovered from 
the main wreckage of the plane in 
15 feet of water off Brown's 
Island, six miles north of here, late 
yesterday. George’s parachute was 
wrapped about the body, which 
was recovered after the wrecked 
plane was raised by tugboats. At 
an inquest today the Hancock 
County Coroner decided that 
George had been crushed to death, 
not drowned. 

A woman’s hat, washed ashore 
with mail bags and parts of the 
airplane, is the only trace of the 
missing physician. Searchers think 
that she leaped clear as the plane 
plunged into the swollen river. Lit- 
tle hope is held, however, for her 
safety, as it is thought that she 
was drowned and her body was 
carried down stream. 

Dr. Cole boarded the plane at the 
St. Louis Municipal Airport Sunday 
night after receiving a telegram 
stating that her daughter, Mrs. 
William TT. Bingham, of East 
Orange, N. J., had been injured in 
an aut>*mohbile accident and was in 
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a@ serious condition in a New York 
hospital. 

George took charge of the plane 
at Columbus, taking off fro:n there 
at 1:17 a. m. yesterday. An hour 
and a half later he asked by radio 
for a report on weather conditions 
at Pittsburg, Pa., his next sched- 
uled stop. Fog had settled along 
the Ohio-Pennsylvania border, and 
at 3 o’clock the plane was sighted 
near here, flying beneath low 
clouds and fog, as George ap- 
parently sought a place for an 
emergency landing. The crash ap- 
parently occurred a short time 
later.

“Reports of the meetings of my 
principal opponents indicate that

| equitable assessment with discovery 
|}and assessment of hidden personal 
|property to reduce taxes on real 
'estate; banishment of extravagance 
by governmental reorganization: 
consolidation of park districts and 
| forest preserves to promote effi- 
| ciency; removal of the school sys- 
tem and police. department from 
politics: a balanced budget based 
upon the probable income and ex- 
penditures of the taxing bodies and 
| honest adherence to the same.

Minor damage was caused 
throughout the city and suburbs, a 
large section of roof was lifted

nation. It moved over the St. Louis 
district at about a mile a minute. 
due to high wind in the upper air 
The Weather Bureau on the roof of 
Railway Exchange Building re- 
corded a maximum wind of 38 
miles an hour at 3:10 p. m. and an 
average of 32 miles an hour for the 
next five minutes. The wind was 
generally high between 3 and 4 
p. m. 

Storm _centers generally pass 
north of St. Louis. but this time 
the center passed about 100 miles 
to the south. The wind had been 
coming from the northeast, but it 
shifted to northwest as the center 
went by. Yesterday morning the 
storm was in northeastern Oklaho- 
ina and this morning it had reached 
western New York, so that there 
has been rain or snow in nearly the 
entire eastern half of the nation.

House of Commons Told of Note Which Is

These annuities are money col- 
lected from, Irish farmers in re- 
payment of loans made on their 
behalf to buy their landlords at 
the time of the establishment of 
the free state.

SUPREME COURT KILLS 
OKLAROMA It LAW 


Justices Brandeis and Stone Dis- 
sent to Invalidation of 
Social Experiment. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The 
Supreme Court yesterday set aside 
Oklahoma’s laws reguiating the 
manufacture and sale of ice, de- 
lspite an emphatic warning from 
Jusiwe Brandeis against staying 
“oexperimentation within the law in 
things socia] and economic.” 

Justice Stone alone agreed with 
one of the most vigorous of Bran- 
deis’ dissents. 

The gist of the majority opinion 
by Sutherland was that the manu- 
facture of ice in Oklahoma was a 
private business and was not sub- 
ject to supervision as a public 
utility. 

That being the \case, he conclud- 
ed, the State had no power to force 


Ernest A. Liebmann to get a per- 
mit from the Corporation Commis- 
sion of Oklahoma before he went 
into the ice business in Oklahoma 
City. 

It @as Oklahoma's business, 
Brandeis declared, to say whether 
the making and the sale of ice was 
enough of a public utility to be 
subject to regulation. 

“The people of the United States,” 
he said, “are now confronted with 
an emergency more serious than 
war. * * * Some people believe that 
the existing conditions threaten 
even the stability of the capitalistic 
system, * * * Business men are see- 
ing possible remedies. Most of them 
realize that failure to distribute 
widely the profits of indystry has 
been a prime cause of our present 
plight. But rightly or wrongly, 
many persons think that one of the 
major contributing causes has been 
unbridled competition.” 

‘' He added that whether their 
views were sound was not known, 
but that “economic and social sci- 
ence are largely uncharted seas.” 

Denial of the right to experimen- 
tation, he said, might have the 
gravest consequences, 

“It is one of the*happy incidents 
of the Federal system that a single 
courageous state may, if its citizens 
choose,” he said, “serve as a labor- 
atory and try novel social and eco- 
nomic experiments without risk to 
the rest of the country.” 

He added that the court had the 
right to stay such experimentation 
but “we should ever be on our 
guard, lest we erect our prejudices 
into legal principles.” 

“It is not necessary,” Sutherland 
said, “to challenge the authority of 
the states to indulge in experimen- 
tal legislation, but it would be 
strange and unwarranted doctrine 
to transcend the limitations im- 
posed upon them by the Federal 
Constitution,” 
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BERLIN SALOONKEEPERS WIN 
FIGHT TO REDUCE BEER TAX 


Move by ‘Nazi and Communists to 
Embarrass Government Fails; 
New Price 6 to 8 Cents.

BERLIN, March 22.—Berlin sa- 
loon keepers have won their fight 
for reduction of the beer tax, which 
will become effective the latter part 
of March. 

During the “beer strike” against 
the tax, 11,000 of Berlin’s 16,000 
dispensaries of the beverage refused 
to sell beer. Many “bier stuben” 
were closed or catered only to 
drinkers of other beverages. 

A number of Nazi (Fascist) and 
Communist gathering places ex- 
tended the rule against selling beer 
to other types of drinks which car- 
ried a Government fax. By shrink- 
ing the revenues the leaders of the 


extreme right and left groups hoped 
to handicap the Government, 

After extended negotiations be- 
tween the Government and repre- 
sentatives of the brewers and sa- 
loon Keepers, it was announced that 
the tax on 25-gallon lots of beer 
would be decreased three marks 
(about 70 cents), permitting the 
dispensers to pass the reduction on 
to their customers. Under’ the new 
price scale beer will cost from 25 
pfennigs, roughly 6 cents, to 30 
pfennigs, or 8 cents a glass. 

It is anticipated the Government 
will lose 28,000,000 marks (roughly 
$7,000,000) annually in taxes 
through the decrease,

STATE ELECTORAL 
DISTRICTS LAID 
OUTBY GOVERNOR 


Caulfield Acts at Request of 
Party Chiefs, Designating 
15 Areas for Presidential 
Election. |

ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.-— 
Gov. Caulfield today issued a proc- 
lamation designating 15 electoral 
districts in Missouri, for the elec- 
tion of presidential eelctors in the 
general election in November, to 
meet a situation arising from his 
veto of the congressional! redistrict- 
ing bill passed by the 1931 Legis- 
lature, which left the State with- 
out Congressional or electoral dis- 
tricts. 


The action was taken upon the 
joint request of C. W. Greenwade 
of Springfieid, chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, and 
Arthur M. Curtis of Springfield, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, under a law providing 
that when the State’s Congression- 
al representation is reapportioned, 
resulting in an i.crease or decrease 
in the number of electors to which 
the State ig entitled, the Governor 
shall lay out the electoral districts, 
as nearly equal in population as 
possible. 

The law provides that the elec- 
tora] districts of the State shall be 
the same as the Congressional dis- 
tricts, with the special provision for 
designation of the electoral districts 
by the Governor when there are no 
jegal Congressional districts. The 
designation made by the Governor 
today will stand only until, the 
Legislature passes a Congressional 
redistricting bill and it is signed 
by the Governor. 


No Electors at Large. 


Under the last reapportionment 
of the State’s representation in the 
House of Congress, which deter- 
mines the number of electors the 
State is entitled to, Missouri is en- 
titled to.15 electors, one for each 
of the 13 Con,cessmen and two at 
large. The former representation

REDUCE THE TARIFF. 

Now that Congress has regained its high charac 
ter and is again that free deliberative body which 
the Constitution contemplates, it cannot better us¢ 
its freedom than to make a reduction in the tariff. 

Tariffs, like taxes, are quite a different thing in the 
open than they are in committee rooms. A tariff bill 
brought in by the House as a committee of the whole 
would have two great advantages: 

1. It would save time in setting the tariff ball roll- 
ing in the opposite direction. 

© It would avoid the special pleading by privileged 
groups which gain their favors before the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

By making a reduction in the tariff, the United 
States would be following the excellent example re 
cently set by Australia. Like the United States, and 
almost every other country in the world, Australia is 
suffering from the paralysis which unsound tariff 
making has brought about in international trade. She 
has therefore lowered her tariffs, and is now admit- 
ting to the country many products heretofore exclud- 
ed. Among these are some of our American products. 

Excellent reasons can be advanced for reduc- 
ing at once the ruinous rates of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff law. Congress has gone te extraordinary 
lengths, some of them even doubtful in their consti- 
tutionality, to relieve private group interests. It bas 
lent the Federal credit to banks and railroads. 

But Congress has not done anything for the relief} 
of the general public, notwithstanding there are some 
8,000,000 people out of work and the economic 
blight is so widespread that those employed are every- 
where in the greatest perplexity and uncertainty as 
to the future. R 

The tariff could be lowered in a way to help the 
country, and injure no one. The effect could be to 
reduce undue profits of special. interests made 
through abuse of the tariff, and decrease the cost of 
living to the whole people. It is not necessary for 
Congress to hold a long series of hearings. There 
are experts on the tariff who can be called in to 
give Congress the benefit of their information. 
These men know quite well what rates are ex- 
cessive and injurious. They now what the tariff 
on aluminum should be. They know what the tariff 
on sugar should be. They know what the tariff 
should be in all the important schedules, to protect 
industry ffom destructive foreign competition. They 
can make the distinction that should be made be 
tween a merely protective tariff and a tariff for | 
privilege. | 

The obstacle to any such popular legislation up to 
this time has been the gag upon the lower house of 
Congress.

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PRICES AND FARM PRODUCTS. 

William Gibbs McAdoo, Secretary of the Treasury 
in the Cabinet of President Wilson, has added an- 
other to the long list of schemes for artificially rais- 
ing the prices of farm products. 

In a speech before the Salesmanship Club of Hous- 
ton, Tex., he proposed that the Government fix the 
price of wheat consumed in the United States at 65 
cents per bushel above the world price and that of 
cotton at 12 cents a pound above the world figure. 

He would give the Secretary of Agriculture power 
to determine ihe portions of each crop which should 
be exported and sold at home, and to enforce the 
higher level of prices upon the latter portion. He 
estimated that the American farmer would be en- 
riched by $750,000,000 annually by this device. 

Mr. McAdoo denounced the stabilization activities 
of the Federal Farm Board. It is difficult to see, 
however, how his own plan is in any way superior. 
The Farm Board subsidizes the farmer with money 
taken from the taxpayer and the domestic consumer. 
Mr. McAdoo would let the taxpayer out. But he 
would saddle the whole burden on the domestic con- 
sumer. The $750,000,000 which he would give to the 
farmer, as he neglected to point out, would come 
out of the pocket of every citizen who eats bread or 
wears clothing. And it would constitute a consump 
tfon tax far heavier than that involved in the opera- 
tion of the Farm Board plan or proposed by the ad- 
vocates of the debenture or the equalization fee. It 


would, moreover, have the added disadvantage of be-" 


ing much more cifficult of enforcement. 


In their fundamentals all of these price-boosting 


devices are pretty much alike. By raising prices they 
would stimulate increased output, reduce domestic 
consumption, create a growing surplus for export 
and thereby depress world prices. In the long run, the 
farmer would lose in lower prices for his growing 
exports what he gained in higher prices on his re 
duced domestic sales. The domestic consumer would 
be compelled to subsidize the foreign consumer at the 
expense of the foreign producer. Nor would other 
nations long tolerate the policy of deliberate dumping 
which these plans entail. | 

There is no permanent solution of the agricultural 
problem in any of these projects, which would load 
st?ll further burdens on the long-suffering consumer. 
The salvation of the farmer and the consumer alike 
lies, not in the extension of the tariff subsidy system, 
but in its drastic curtailment, and Mr. McAdoo should 
know that as well as anybody.

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JUDGE McELHINNEY’S ACTION. 

| In announcing that be would sentence James W.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co, to- 
dfy asked the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to approve a 
$55,000,000 loan from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corp¢ ration. 

The money would be used, the 
application says, to pay accounts 
due, for acquisition of properties, 
to pay equipment trust obligations, 
taxes, loans and notes, and to fin- 
ish additions and betterments al- 
ready underway. 

The securit. offered is refund- 
ing and general mortgage bonds of 
the company. 

The spatieation said the total 
peeds of the road during the com- 
ing year aggregated $58,538,405 and 
that of this $55,000,000 would have 
to be borrowed. 

The immediate needs total $15.,- 
000,000, of which $7,000,000 is 
needed by March 80 and $8,000,000 
by May 24. 
the value of the road at $1,042,- 
681,214. 

It also discloses that on March 21 
the company will pay to the Rail- 
road Credit Corporation on account 
of surcharges collected since Jan. 4 
a total of $243,962.58, and estimates 
that during the year this source will 
yield from $5,209,347 to $6,287,678.
